an  intimidation  to  voter*.  It  ia  not  an 
appeal  to  their  manhood,  but  to  their 
lack  of  manhood  and  true  principle. 
This  appeal  to  prejudice  and  selfish¬ 
ness  soma  will  heed,  but  many, more 
will  resent  as  insulting  to  Ainsncau 
citizenship. 

Abraham  Lincoln  foresaw  such 
political  methods  when,  in  his  anxiety 
for  the  safety  of  republican  institu¬ 
tion*.  he  said  “tbe  money  power  wilt 
endeavor  to  prolong  ite  reign  by 
working  upon  the  prejudices  of  the 
people.”  Lincoln’s  words  of  warning 
are  being  fulfilled  in  the  political 
campaign  that  has  opened,  but  Wit 
liam  J.  Bryan,  in  Madison  Square 
Garden  Wednesday  night,  completely 
silenced  the  arguments  of  all  these 
false  prophets  of  rum  ami  distress 
when  he  said : 

There  is  another  argument  to  which 
1  ask  y  our  attention,  borne  of  the  more 
zealous  opponent*  of  free  coinage- point 
to  tbe  fan  that  thirteen  moutbs.must 
elapse  between  tbe  election  and  tbi  first 
tegular  session  of  Congress,  and  assert 
that  during  that  time,  in  case  people  de¬ 
clare  tliemsebes  in  favor  of  free  coinage 
all  loan*  will  be  withdrawn  and  ail 
mortgages  foreclosed.  If  these  are 
merely  prophecies  indulged  in  by  tboee 
w  ho  hoye  iorgotten  tbe  provisions  of  the 
Constitution,  it  w  ill  be  sufficient  to  re¬ 
mind  them  that  the'  President  is  em- 
jiowered  to  convene  Congress  in  extra¬ 
ordinary  session  whenever  the  public- 
good  requires  such  action.  If,  in  No 
'.t-mber.  the  people  by  their  ballots  de¬ 
clare  themselves  in  favor  of  the  im¬ 
mediate  restoration  of  bimetallism,  the 
system  can  be  inaugurated  w  ithin  a  few 
months. 

If  however,  the  assertion  that  loans 
w  ill  be  withdrawn  and  mortgages  fora- 
c  losed  is  made  to  prevent  suen  political 
action  as  the  people  may  believe  to  be 
necessary  for  the  preservation  ot  their 
rights,  men  a  new-  and  vital  iseue  is 
raised.  \kbenev«r  it  is  neceooary  for 
l  tie  people  as  a  whole  to  obtain  consent 
front  tne  owners  of  money  and  the 
c  hangers  of  inouey  before  they  can  leg¬ 
islate  upon  tinam-ud  questions'  w  e  siiail 
have  passed  freau  a  democracy  to  a 
plutocracy.  But  that  tune  lias  not  yet 
arrived.  Threats  and  intimidation  w  dl 
be  of  no  avail.  The  people  who.  in  1776. 
rejected  the  doctrine  that  kings  rule  by 
right  divine,  will  uoL  in  this  generation 
sulKicribe  to  doctrme  that  money  is 
omnipotent. "
